HOWLING AND SPINNING DERVISHES. 


A Constantinople correspondent of the 


Providence Journal says: 
"Among the 


Musslcmans aro two orders of dervishes, 
wlio, while thoy devoutly hold to the teach- 
ings of the Koran.bave a ritual of their own, 
which seems to tho uninitiated to be based 
upon tho conviction Ihnt religious fervor is 
identical with high arterial action. Those 
orders aro of great antiquity, possess im- 
portant iuilueuco, and their chief priests 
have hereditary succession, find enjoy spccinl 
privileges at the high slate ceremonials. 
They are known to others than Slusslemans 
by tho names of the 'Spinners' and ;IIowl- 
ei'ri.' I3oth at their religious services, which 
are held publicly on two days in every week, 
go to work deliberately and on physiological 
principles, to get into an ecstasy. 
Each 


order numbers about twenty performers. 
Both begin by intoning in unison passages 
from tho Koran, accompanied by instru- 
mental music of a weird character, nil Iho 
time being seated iu a circle, aud swaying 
the body to tho timo of the music. This 
porformanco is followed by others of a simi- 
lar character, including prostrations, genu- 
flexions and marches iu procession, tho 
various bodily movements gradually becom- 
ing 
accelerated, 
uud 
tho 
recitations 


moro vehement. Finally, 
the spinners 


suddenly 
aud 
all 
together 
cast 
off 


thoir outer robes of a dun color, and ap- 
pearing in thoir uudor dress of green gowns, 
commence to spin upon thoir toes, like 
tee- 


totums, with astonishing yolocity,thcir arms 
being at tho same lime extended or folded 
against the breast. This is continued for so 
long a timo as to become positively painful 
for tho spectator to witness, and not uufro- 
quently tbo performers fall from oxhaustiou, 
aud bleeding at tho ears and nose. Tho 
Howlers have their kiosk at Scutari, ou IHO 
Asiatic side.

from that ot tho Spinners, mainly iu the 
substitution for spinning of what for want
